SPRINGFIELD, IIll., Sept. 12.—A kill- 
ing in the Eberle-Lehnen case was nar- 
rowly averted yesterday when Edwin C. 
Pberle, the husband of Sadie Eberle, 
discharged both loads of a double-bar- 
reled shotgun at his wife. The shot 
scattered all about the buggy, In which 
Mrs. Eberle was seated at the time, but 
she escaped: uninjured. Several of the 
shot, however, struck the horse, which 
the woman was driving, crippling it. 

In spite of the animal's injured condi- 
tion, the woman drove rapidly away: 
She returned the horse to Peter Jacobs, 
its owner, and then disappeared. So 
far, the deputy sheriffs have been un- 
able to locate her. Ajfter the shooting, 
Eberle came to the Sheriff's office, but 
as no one had appeared to make com- 
plaint against him he was permitted to 


go. 
The trouble- occurred shortly after ll 


o’clock yesterday morning. Peter Leh- 
nen, the man with whom Mrs. Eberle 
eloped several months ago and who re- 
turned !n company with the woman to 
this city last Sunday night, had just 
paid a fine before Police Magistrate

ing and pleaded guilty to the charges 
ef going to Bberle'’s home in company | 
with Mrs. Bberlé ®Bunday night and dis- 


turving the peace.

Accounts of the shooting affray there 
differ, but acording to the story re- 
lated by Eberle yesterday in the Sher- 
iff's office, Mrs. Eberle had a revolver 
in her hand when she drove up in front 
of the house. Bberle was unwilling to 
discuss the affair, but in answer to re- 

ated questions, finally declared that 

e was afraid his wife was going to 
shoot him, and that he went in the 
house and procured his shotgun. 

He. declared that he did not even aim 
to hit the woman, but merely desired to 
frighten her away. 

“When she left my house, she laid a 
note on the table which said ‘you will 
never see me again,’ ”’ said Eberle. 
“Well, 1 didn't try to see her again and 
didn't ask her to come back. 


Won't Be Bothered. 


“T don't want to hurt anyone, but I 
am not going to be bothered by these 


people.” 

What the woman's object was in go- 
ing to the place is not known unless 
she thought that she might soothe her 
husband's anger and be forgiven. The

PIERCE SHOWS 
TEXAS. FRAUD 


Attorney-General Thinks Sta- 
tus of Company Was Mis- 
represented, 





POOL WAS THEN DENIED 
Pierce, as President, Swore 
That Concern Was in No 
Combination.

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 12.—The 
mony given by H. Ciay Pierce, presi- 
dent of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., be- 
fore Commissioner Anthony of St. Louis 
in the State’s ouster proceedings was 
read with considerable interest here. 
The Attorney-General ¢%pressed no sur- 
prise, as it seems he had already ample 
evidence to establish the facts testified 
to. 

Assistant Attorney-General Lightfoot 
has visited St. Louis several times in the 
last few months, gathering evidence 
against the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 

When asked for an opinion about the 
testimony, the Attorney-General said: 

“It appears that Mr. Pierce's repre- 
sentation at the time of reorgan‘zation 
of the company, that he owned 3995 
shares of stock of.the new corporation, 
was false. The Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 
was readgitted into Texas on the idea 
and representation thgt it was an inde- 
pendent corporation, in no manner con- 
nected with the Standard Of! or any 
other corporation doing an ofl business. 
From his testimony it is apparent a 
fraud has been perpetrated upon the 
State of Texas.”’ 

The affidavit then made by H. Clay 
Pierce, president of the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co., is as follows: 

“Tl, Henry Clay Pierce, do solemnly 
swear that I am the’ president of the 
corporation known and styled Waters- 
Pierce Oi] Co., duly incorporated under 
the laws of Missouri on the 28th day of 
May, 1900, and now -transacting or con- 
ducting business in the State of Texas. 
And that I am duly authorized to rep- 
resent said corporation in making this 
affidavit.”’

The itirst witness called in the Smith 
peonage case this morning was Henry 
Stokes, a ragged little Virginia negro 
of 45, with scraggly beard and mus- 
taches. He had served five years in the 
Ninth Cavalry.

“I saw Mr, Charley 

Smith in Meniphis,’’ he said, ‘and he 
told me he would pay me $1.50 a day 
and pay Saturday nights, so I hired to 
him. There were 15 of us when we 
reached Sikeston. The elder Smith met 
us at the train and took us to the farm 
in three wagons. When we _ reached 
the farm we were put into a shack and 
locked up, A man stood at the door 
and counted us as we went in. I was 
the last man in and he said I was No. 
15. After we were inside he locked the 
door." | 

Continuing, the witness said that in 
the morning Floyd Woods, with a rifle 
and Mr. Fields and the other gSuards 
with revolvers and clubs, marched them 
Out -for breakfast. There were 44, in- 
cluding the men who were on the farm 
before the arrival of Stokes. 

Stokes said they were all searched 
and their knives and other belongings 
taken away. The men weré then put 
to work rolling logs, under guard. Bach 
night the men were locked up in the 
shack. 

Locked Up 48 Nights. 


“I was locked up in the shack 48 
nights, every night until I escaped,” 
Said Stokes. ‘‘The clothes I put on at 
Little Rock the day before I hired to 
Smith at Memphis, I took off on the 
fifth day of June, the night after I es- 
caped. The place was full of insects 
and by the time I had been there one 
night I was cowered with creeping 
things. When I got out I was covered 
with scabs, made by lice and other in- 
sects.’’ 

The negro told of two negroes, Robert 
Butler and another, who escaped, but 
were hunted down and recaptured and 
brought back by Fields and Woods, two 
guards. He had seen the negro, Jim

American inttrests in Cuba will have 
the full protection of this Government 
as indicated by the sailing of the war- 
ships, although an air of profound mys- 
tery permeates the State and Navy de- 
partments when the subject is broaéhed.

The weicht of 46 years was not too 
great a burden to prevent him from 
winning the very first game in which 
he took part with a slashing hit, sav- 
ing another contest by his great field- 
ing, and in still another making the 
longest hit of the game—a triple to the 
limits of the grounds. 


The veteran, despite his long retire- 
ment, found the game no different than 
when he was in harness. The spitball. 
an invention of recent years, fooled 
Thompson completely in his first trip 
to the plate. 

Speaking of his experiences, he said: 

“Tt just seemed the most natural thing 
in the world to be walking out on the 
field with the other leaguers. I struck 
Howell was pitch- 
ing for St. Louis, and that spitball that 
he was using was ali Greek to me. 

“In my day there was no such ball, 
and though had heard considerable 
discussion of it, I was completely 
fooled when {i first attempted to con- 
nect with it. 

Old Players as Good as New. 

“After playing in just one game a 
man ddesn’t like to form judgment as 
to whether baseball is faster now than 
it was 10 years ago. I don’t think the 
players of today are any better than 
the stars of my time, but it is certain 
that there are more good balliplayers 
now than there were then. 

“That is natural, for there are more 
first-class men in all lines. This ts 
noticed particularly in the pitching. 
When I was playing with the Phillies 
first-class pitchers were not nearly 40 
numerous, which accounts in a great 
measure for the fact that the batting 
in those days was much heavier.’ 

The work of Thompson since his re- 
turn ‘bears out his opinion that the 
game is no better now than a decade 
ago, or he would not be able to hold 








The. veteran’s work in right field for 
the Phillies will long be remembered. 
He was a more Savage hitter than either 
Lajoie or Delehanty, and was a remark - 
able fielder and deadly, accurate thrower. 
There was nothing showy about Themp- 
son’s playing, but he was one of the 
most dangerous players in the game at 
bat and absolutely reliable in the field. 

In 1896 the great outfielder disagreed 
with George Stallings, the Phillies man- 
ager, concerning spring training, and he 
retired from the game to his farm near 
Detroit.

Thompson's first opportunity came in 
the game against St. Louis. With the 
bases full in the fifth inning, the veteran 
slashed a single to right field, tallying 
two runs.and winning the game. 

Though re did not make a hit in the 
second game, he pulled down five diffi- 
cult flies in the outfield that helped his 
team to a victory. In a double-header 
last Monday, the former Quaker star 

smashed out “two more hits, and on 
Tuesday lined a three-base hit. 

The veteran will finish the -season 
with Detroit, but will hardly play next 
season. He is playing now merely as an 
experiment, but declares that he has no 
intention of keeping it up.

COURT DEPUTY DEAD. 














CJOHN E. FITZGERALD, 


John E. Fitzgerald, a sterling charac- 
ter; who was probably well Known to as 
many people as any other man in St. 
Louis, died at 9 o'clock Tuesday night 





at his sister’s residence, 3666 Finney av- 
eotong aftef a long iltness. Mr. Fitzger- 
‘ald was 70. years old and was brought 
to St. Louis from his birthplace, Phila- 
delphia, when but an infant. Since that 
time he was never outside of the city. 
He was a bachelor, a man of large read- 
ing and a kindly philosopher. 

Excepting a period of four years, when 
he served as court deputy at the Court 
of Criminal Correction under his brother, 
William L. Fitzgerald, John never 
worked for any man but his father, who 
was a prominent contractor and stair- 
builder here for two generations. In his 
public service he became a great fa- 
vorite among newspaper men, whose 
work called them to the Four Courts, 
and lifelong friendships were thus es- 
tablished. During many of his late 
years and at the time of his death he 
was financial recorder of Franklin Coun- 
cil, Legion of Honor, and _yntil -two 
years ago his home was always on the 
South Side. There were four brothers, 
and Charles H., William L. and Frank 
Survive him. Of five brothers, two be- 
long to religious orders.

“That shows,"’ said Clerk Hiller, ‘that 
the lid has not reduced the number of 
violent deaths in St. Louis. I guess that 
will make my record clear on the lid 
question. I've been in bad odor with my 
South St. Louis friends for some time 
on that question. 

“You see, it was this way: Two news- 
paper men. who come to this office, 
wanted to scoop each other. There 
wasn’t much news, so they began to dig 
around among my records for scoops. 
One day they proved that Bright’s dis- 
ease was growing alarmingly. Another 
day they proved that 30 per cent of the 
deaths in St. Louis occurred in hospi- 
tals. Another day they showed that the 
consumption centers were in the thickly 
settled districts. To give proper effect 
to their scoops they told me they had 
to quote me and, of course, as they were 
good feilows, I made no objection. 


Quoted on insanity. 


“That is, I made no objection until 
one of them proved by my figures that 
insanity had decreased in St. Louis since 
the lid was put on. He said in his article 
that I had compiled the figures. I hoped 
nobody would see the article, but l 
think every saloon keeper in St. Louis 
saw it. I couldn't go into any saloon 
anywhere in the city for a quiet glass 
of beer, without having the saloon keep- 
er say: ‘Aha, Hiller, I see where you 
favur the lid. You figure out that we 
haven’t got as much insanity now as 
we had before. Aha!’ 

“That was three weeks ago and I 
think I have had to explain a hundred 
times how it all come about and how I 
wasn't to blame. Now then I make up 
some statistics of my own. They show 
that the lid has not decreased the vio- 
lent deaths in St. Louis. 

“I wanted to get the statistics into the 
German papers. They printed them al 
right. Let me read the article to you: 
‘The by Governor Folk everywhere 
trumpeted tidings of joy that the city

*FIRST '‘N EVERYTHING.” . 
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Fourteen Thousand PPersons Cheer and 
Wave Flags for Seven Minutes When 
Speaker Appears on the Stage at the 
Coliseum— Twice During His Speech 
He Arouses Old-Time Enthusiasm. 


Twice in the hour and seven minutes of his perspiring Coliseum speech, 

_ William Jennings Bryan aroused his hearers to the old-time Bryan enthusiasm 
of the presidential campaigns of 1896 and 1900, His first hit with the crowd was 
made when Mr. Bryan called to mind his own appearance on the same platform 
two years ago, when he was voted down by Tammany and the supporters of 


Alton B. Parker. | 
“The audience immediately in front of me was not as enthusiastic as it is 


tonight,” he said, and the people in front and through the house, taken with the 
contrast afforded by the well-remembered scene, shouted until his waving, half- 


protesting hand stilled them. _ 

The second general cheering wag brought forth by a Bryan epigram. “They 
pay he stole our thunder on the trust question,” he said of President Roosevelt. 
“My only regret is that he didn’t go farther and steal the lightning.” 

President Roosevelt had the spotlight throughout the speech. 
references to him were as the only man whom Republicans, after 10 years of 
control, believed their party able to elect to the presidency. ‘There was com- 
mendation for the President’s action on the rate law, for his prosecution of the 
trusts. But the insistent charge was that all the popular acts of President 
Roosevelt were due to his following of Democratic policies, and the moral, 
drawn first in one form, then in another, was that the Democratic party should 


be given a chance to execute its own policies. 

The entire plea was in the nature of a replevin for the clothes which, Mr. 
Bryan quaintly complained in London, the President had stolen from him while 
he was in swimming, but which, he insisted then, did not fit the purloiner. 

If Mr. Bryan desired to test the temper of the crowd regarding the Folk- 
Stone conflict in Missouri Democracy, he did not get any decisive result. He 
mentioned Folk first, not by name, but as ‘“‘Your Governor.’’ The mention re- 
lated only to Gov. Folk’s part in the New York Bryan reception. The cheering 
which followed was not prolonged enough to delay the speaker. 


FOURTEEN THOUSAND YELLED WHEN BRYAN APPEARED. 


Stone was given a better show at the applause. His mention was made the 
climax of the part of the speech bearing on the railroad rate bill. His amend- 
ment, Mr. Bryan declared, restored a vital part of the bill, which a Republican, 
Senator Elkins, had once stricken out. Stone's name was twice spoken. Again 
there was handclapping, but no intetrruption of the speaker, although the Sen- 

-ator was conspicuous on the platform. 


The old Coliseum has had almost as many farewells as Patti. The Bryan 
Tally had caused a big housecleaning, and the hall was more presentable 


when the crowd began entering at 7 o’clock. A big chandelier in the middle 
gave almost the glamor of former horse show seasons. is 

Soon after those present numbered a Collseum-full—nearly 14,000—a plan was 
announced to the crowd to greet Mr. Bryan on his entrance by singing ‘‘Amer- 
ica.”” which the band would kindly play. There was much clearing of throats 
before the general shout which announced the arrival of the speaker. The 
band playéd, and men and women were seen with open mouths, apparently 
progucing sounds in the nature of song. But no one heard the singing. Yells 
of joy, if not more popular than hymns of praise, have a hymn-drowning 
quality, and the crowd was glad to see Mr. Bryan. 

If only Chairman Rothwell had timed himself to finish just before Mr. 
Bryan arrived, the crowd would doubtless have heard him through. But he 
waited until the arrival, afd the fate of his speech was predestined. There 
were only two typewritten sheets of the speech, and the crowd would have 
saved time by hearing it through quietly, but the crowd did not know this, 
and when Mr. Rothwell began saying ‘“‘From Rockport to Gayoso, from the 
golden fields of Saline, from the hills of classic Boone,’’ there was general fear 
that a talk on the Missouri hen would come next. So the speaker, almost 
through, was shouted down, and had to say with the best grace possible that 


he would not say any more. 
FLAGS WAVED FOR FULL SEVEN MINUTES. 


Meanwhile men and boys had been busy distributing flags. As Mr. Bryan 
came to the front the standing throng began flag waving. For seven minutes 
the greeting of red, while and blue continued, while the band followed 
“Dixie” with “Columbia” ani Star-Spangled Banner.” 

For these seven minutes Mr. Bryan stood at the platform’s edge, the 
broad smile on his thin lips belying the reproving gestures with which he st- 
lently scolded first one side, then another, of the noisy house. 

It was just 8:18 o’clock when the first “Mr. Chairman’ was pronounced. 
Then a turn to the rear reminded the two or three thousand behind the 
platform that they were going to see only the speaker's back for the rest of 
the evening. and they started a diversion which kept him from reaching ‘‘La- 
dies and Gentlemen” until two minutes later. 

Fanning himself, he remonstrated with the still noisy audience. ,“‘It's warm 
enough when you keep still. You have cheered enough to cheer my heart,’’ he 


said. 
But they hadn’t cheered enough to satisfy themselves. and the now laugh- 
ing Nebraskan had to fan himself for another minute. 

“T have been trying to find home for more than a week,” he declared. ‘It 
fs so homelike everywhere I can hardly tell where I live. I have always sus- 
pected that Missouri felt friendly. It gratifies me to find that my return is 
not distasteful to those among whom I have labored. I appreciated the wel- 
come in the East, where several hundred Missourians, headed by your Gov- 


to 


ernor, met me.” ; 

This was a chance for Gov. Folk’s friends to Cheer. Perhaps they thought 
there would be another and better chance, or perhaps they were not in the 
majority in the crowd. Or, perhaps, they were already tired from much cheer- 
ing. Or—well, at any rate, the platform and the arena were silent, and what 
cheering was done came from the remote seats to which, it was reported 
earlier in the day, the Folk men had been consigned by those in charge ef 
the meeting. 

SPEECH HAD “SOME LEANINGS TOWARD DEMOCRATIC PARTY.” 

More appreciations made up the n¢xt two paragraphs of the speech. Then 
came mention of a “nonpartisan” afternoon speech at the “Stock Exchange’— 
presumably the Merchants’ Exchange Was meant—and the announcement that 
the speech now to come would ‘betray some leanings toward the Democratic 
party.” eee 
To betray these leanings, he fell Upon the Republican party. “I hope Re- 
publicans are here to listen,’ he said. “The Republican party is standing 
on its record. It promises nothing. It holds out no specific hope of relief at 
the end of 10 years of absolute power. 

“Ten years ago, with a popular plurality of 600,000, the party leaders boast- 
ed that the party had many men whom it could elect to the presidency, To- 
day leading papers of the party say there is only one man who can be elect- 
ed two years hence. You Republicans have had everything yeur OWn way, 
not only the Government, but Providence. Providence has blessed you with 
abundant harvests, and even When you claim credit for them youre scared 
to death." 

Then for President Roosevelt. Slapping his fan into tatters on the table, 
he half praised, half ridiculed the President, taking care to distinguish 
him from his party ‘in all that was commended. 

“You have one man you think popular enough to be elected. Why is he 
more popular than any other man in the party? Because he has been fol- 
lowing the Democratic platform,’ he declared. 

The cheering which followed had a bi-partisan quality. It was a time for 
Roosevelt men to applaud with Bryanites, and the shout that arose probably 
astonished both. 

“Isn't it peculiar that the Republican y has to hang its hopes on one 
man, and he has to hang his hopes on the Democratic party” Again cheers 
and loud laughs from men of both parties. : 


ROOSEVELT POPULARITY DUE TO DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES. 


“When I was a candidate in 189% No public man opposed me more em- 
phatically than did the present President,”’ said the speaker. “Yet, when he 
sent his message on rate regulation to Congress I went to the White House 








to thank him and pledge him my support. There f§ not an element of popi- 
larity in the President which does not spring from his approximation to Demo- 
cratic principles. I want to show you that it is better to trust Democrats 
toe carry out these principles than to trust them to a Republican President, 
whose own party denounces him for the acts which have given him popularity. 
_ “I stood on this platform two years ago,’ he continued, snatching. up a 
new fan and propelling it more vigorously at the thought of the sweltering 
_ Inferno of the convention of 194. ‘“TRe audience immediately in front of me 
- was not as enthusiastic as it is tonight. While I heard approving shouts 
m the gallery, I looked down on faces that did not approve.” 
he foeae ov mwhinh he lnnved dqwn a he anid this Ald annenve and there 
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“SCENE AS MR. BRYAN SPOKE IN THE COLISEUM TUESDAY NIGHT 
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were yells and a renewal of flag-waving. It was as if in reparation for the 
defeat which sent the leader of radic@a] Democracy to a sickbed while Esopus 
was placed on the map and the Esopus telegraph operator clicked out the 
news that the gold standard was “irrevocably established.”’ 

“In that convention,’’ said Mr. Bryan, recalling his reply to.Gov. Blacks 
speech nominating Roosevelt, ‘I quoted a eulogy of War, made by a former 
Governor of New York. I challenged the idea of that speech..I said it was 
a denial of Christian history. All of you now know that the most popular act 
of the Roosevelt administration has been the bringing of peace between two 
nations, not posing as a man of blood and iron. 


SETTLED COAL STRIKE BY DEMOCRATIC PLAN. 


“after hig slection Mr. Roosevelt Made the statement that if all the great 
nations would disarm simultaneously the world would go back toward bar- 
barism. Democracy opposes such an idea. It is not by adhering to this, or 
the ideals of the men who nominated him, that Mr. Roosevelt has won popu- 
larity. It is by following the ideals Of the Democratic party. 


“What was the act which, next to that I have mentioned, created Mr. 
Roosevelt’s popularity? Was it not that he settled the coal strike after it 
had cost employers, employes and the public $99,000,000? I applauded his ac- 
tion at the time, and commended him for his courage. But where did he get 
that doctrine? In the Republican platform? No. He got it from the Demo- 
cratic platform, and I wrote the plank myself. It was a good doctrine, and 
we were giad to lend it to him. But, my friends, if he could gain popularity 
by settling one strike after a delay that had cost the people $99,000,000, why 
oughtn’t our party have some credit for having proposed a plan which, if put 
into law, would haye made that strike unnecessary? I'am glad that he did 
what he did, but I ask you Republicans, why hasn’t the Republican party fol- 
lowed this up with a national law that will make it no longer necessary for a 
laboring man to starve his wife and children in order to get his just rights. 


“Now, if there is any Democrat who feels like turning back in the onward 
march 01 Democracy, let me show him the popularity that has come to a 
Republican President because he has dared to be Democratic on some ques- 
ticns, aud let me ask him this question; If the President can become the one 
popular man in the Republican party because’ spasmodically and sporadically 
hs does something democratic, what would be the popularity of a Democratic. 
administration that would be always democratic? 


RAILROAD RATE LEGISLATION. 


“The President has immensely increased his popularity by advocating rate 
legislation. I commend him for it. I congratulate him that he has had the 
courage to undertake it. But, my friends, where did he find his mandate for 
it? Was it in the Republican platform? No. He had to go to the Demo- 
cratic platform. 

“Let me give you a bit of history. While the Kansas City. convention was in 
session a man drove up to the door of my house in a closed carriage. He 
came in and introduced himself as one who was connected with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, He told me that he had been to the Republican 
convention trying to get the Republican party to put a plank in tfe platform 
in favor of enlarging the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
that he had failed. He presented the Plank to me, asking me if I would not 
use my influence to get it inserted in the Democratic platform. 

“I told him to wait for a moment until I could get the draft of a platform 
that was then under discussion in Kansas City. 1 read him a plank in the 
platform. He said, ‘That is all right.’ He put his plank in his pocket, entered 
his carriage and departed. He reporteq that he could not get it into the Re- 
publican platform, but we already had it in our platform before he reached 
my house to suggest it. It was repealed in the St. Louis platform in sub- 
stance. 

“And yet the Republican party claims a great victory because after walit- 
ing 10 years and refusing to give the country what a representative of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has asked for nearly ten years, its President, 
answering the demands of a Democratic platform, has given you what the 
people asked on that question in part. 

“IT am glad that bill was passed, but, my friends, I want you to know 
that that bill was not only framed in accordance with the demands of the 
Democratic platform, but that bill was improved by amendments proposed by 
Democrats. The one Democrat who represents Missouri in the United States 
Senate proposed an amendment. The Elkins bill repealed the criminal clause 
of the interstate commerce law, removing the penalty of imprisonment for a 
railroad official who violated that law. Senator Stone introduced an amend- 
ment restoring that criminal clause in the bill, and it is now a part of the 
| 


law. 
IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS BY DEMOCRATIC SENATORS. 
This was as good a chance for cheering as Senator Stone's friends coulj 
expect, but either the crowd was eager to hear more of Bryan or--well, the 
demonstration was no more nearly tumultuous for the present Stone than it 
had been for the absent Folk. ° 
“Another important amendment,” continued the hardly interrupted speaker. 
“was that added to the bill by Senator Culberson. This was the anti-pasg 
amendment. - The railroads have been a corrupting influence in politics for 
20 years, and they’have used the pass to bribe legislatures and pack conven- 


re 


tions. 

“The bill would have been stronger if the Republican Senate had accepte} 
the amendment of Senator Bailey, relating to court review. This was much 
better than the one finally accepted. It was so good that the President him- 
self believed it ought to be adopted.”’ . 

There was no evidence of a Bailey contingent in the house, 
plause was of the most ordinary proportions. 

“Not only that, but Democrats favored other things that were voted down. 
Senator La Follette, an anti-railroad Republican—I am glad he is in the Senate, 
Yor I believe he can do yeoman service there—proposed an amendment that 
would give the Interstate Commerce Commission the right. to determine the 
value of railroads, in order that there might be a basis for fixing rates, and the 
Democratic senators wititout exception, J] think, supported the measure, but the 
Republican Senate refused to accept it. Now, this is the history of that law, 
a law suggested by a Democratic platform, a law amended by Democrats, a 
law that would have been made better than it was, if the Democratic advice 
had been heeded. : 

“And yet they tell you to stand up for the President, and to vote for every 
Repudlican because the President did what he did. The best wa to stand by the 


for the ap- 


President is to elect Democrats instead of Republicans to Congress, for the : 


record shows that the President had more support from Democrats than rom 
his own patty whenever he tried to do anything that has added to his pop- 
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“T shall not take time tonight to digcuss any other feature of this railroad 
question. In my speech in New York I went over all the questions that I 
thought worth while to discuss. I shall soon have occasion to speak on the rail- 
road question again, but & thought tonight that I would call your attention to 
the fact that the Presiden? got-the idea from our platform, that the Democrats 
improved the bill, as it passed through the House and Senate, and that it would 
be better still If the Democrats had their way, and then ask you what reason 
you can find for turning down a Democratic candidate for Congress and elect- 
ing a Republican in his place.’ 

The last two paragraphs, 
in true Bryan style, and the applause put the fanning, 
a happy mood for an epigram. 3 

“The Presidert has tried to do something on the trust question. They say 
he stole our thunder. My only regret is that he didn’t steal the lightning too.” 
' This fairly brorught the arena to its feet, and the speaker, laughing with 
his hearers, continued: ‘“‘Thunder doesn't amount to a great deal. Lightning 
is really important. They’ve stolen the noijse, without stealing effective reme- 
dies. 

“What has the President done? You say he has enforced the criminal law 
I am glad of it. We have been trying to get that law enforced for years, but, 
my friends, the President has now been in office for almost five years. How 
many trust magnates are in the Penitentiary? How many after five years? 
My friends, we have a number of trusts in this country. It is a matter of 
mathematics. Take the number of trusts. Then find how many trust magnates 
have been imprisoned in the five years, and then figure how many generations 
it will take to settle the trust question at this rate. 


REPUBLICAN METHODS MAKE ANARCHY. 


‘“‘He has tried injunctions. He has asked the courts to tell the lawbreaking 
trust magnates not to do so any more. That’s not the law as it is enforced 
against little criminals. If a man forms the very bad habit of stealing horses, 
no prosecutor goes to a Judge and asks for an injunction against him. 

“Well, then he said, ‘We must be severe with those fellows. We must fine 
them heavily.’ The courts did fine some of them, but what good is a fine of 
$5000 if the men fined make $100,000 while the trial is in progress? I belleve in 
enforcing the law against the little criminals, but I. believe in enforcing _ it 
against the big ones, too. The Republican party professes to be opposed to 
anarchy, but Republican officials have made more anarchists by their dis- 
crimination in enforcing the laws than all the men who have ever preached

He charges 
that. the present law is oppressive and pledges the 
Republican party to the rectifying of its injustives. 
Secretary Taft is supported by a large following of 
leaders seattered through the country from Iowa to 
Massachusetts. une | 

What are the voters to think? Which of these 
Republican apostles represent the sentiment of the 
party leaders and foreshadow its policy’ Are the 
voters to accept the gospel according to the power- 
ful Cannon or according to the weighty Taft? Or 
are they to take the one which pleases them? 

Certainly the Republican party should come to 
a knowledge of its own mind and let the voters know 
what its policy is to be.

combination gas and electric fixtures. 
linen shades, all sereens furnished, Ice- 
box, with proper drainage; gas stove and 
stationary enameled tubs tn kitchen; 
also use of common laundry one day in 
week, free janitor service for front and 
back halls and porches, garbage and 
lawns, man to come periodically to ban- 
ish any roaches or bugs, water rates 
paid, and a visit from landlady once a 
year to do all necessary papering and 
decorating.

In 
part he said:

The 
two ministers went there on Sunday 
afternoon and a dramatic scene fol- 
lowed. 


Miss Myckum fell on her knees and 


wept, declaring she could not give up 
Mr. .Coombs. He declared they were 
man and wife by the law of heaven 
and nothing should separate them. A 
threat from the detective to lock him up 
for deserting his family caused the Rev. 
Mr. Coombs to change his mind, and 
the girl finally consented to return with 
the two clergymen to her parents’ home 
at Everett, Pa.
